The m erchants and the bankers, the 
oil mill men and the cotton buyers, 
th e travelling salesm en and the a g ri­ 
cultural experts are all pouring out 
advice to the farm er about w hat to 
grow and w hat not to grow, w hat to 
buy and how to live, where to go and 
w hat to do. 
Now I suggest th at we 
all, farm ers and m erchants, bankers 
and brokers, oil mill men and drum ­ 
m ers, quit w ork and go on a strike. We 
farm ers are in a hum or to tak e your 
advice but suggest th a t you all join 
us in a sym pathetic strike. And you 
had ju st as well, for when we grow 
ju st w hat we need to live at home 
and board a t the sam e place and quit 
producing stu ff for you to scramble 
over, there will be precious little bus­ 
h e s to do-
